That the Owner of each Blank Ticket bringing his Blank to an Office appointed for that purpoſe, and with 
it 11/7. in Clipp'd Money, the Blank ſo brought 1n to be filld up and regiftred, the Clipp'd Money to be melted 
SASSY Þ/ [I DS! down at the Mint, and Coin'd into Mill'd Money ; whoever brings a Prizeof 101. per Anzum, may have it valued 
TIRES SS FAS equal to ten Blanks, and ſo in proportion for the higheſt Prize in the Million Lottery.

1V. The Perſon that brings in the Blank Ticket with 1x /. in Clipp'd Money, ſhall at the ſame time receive a Bill for 20 /. tothis effeQ. 


V. To take off the inconveniency of Clipp'd and Counterfeit Money ; it is enatted, That this Bill ſhall paſs, and be accounted as 20 /. Sterling 
in all Payments, as well in publick Receipts, as otherwiſe, under the Penalty of forfeiting by any Perſon that fhall refuſe the ſame. Foreign 
B.1ls only excepted. 


Vi, That whoever is poſſeſſed of any of theſe 20 /. Bills at Michaelmess r695, may ſend the ſame to the ſaid Office, and receive 1 /. in Money, 
and a new Bill for 19/7. which Fill muſt paſs in payment till Miþze/mis 1697. and then receive 17. more, and exchan;,e his Bill of 19 /. 
for a new Bill of 18 /. and ſo ſucceſſively till the twenty Years are expired, by which means every one will receive his full value in Caſh for 
ezch Bill, | 


VII. By this means more than one Million and a half of Clipp'd Money will come into the Mint, without any charge to the Nation, or loſs to 
.any one Perſon; for the Perſon that brings in the Clipp'd Money will have a Bill which is as good as Money, and the Government will be at 
no charge to pay th? Bill, becauſe the 1 /. that is paid Annually upon each Bill will be raiſed out of the Fund that pays the Blank Tickets and 
Prizes, 1o that the Million and half of Clipp'd Money will enable the Government to Coin Mill'd Money, and be ready with that to Change a 
Million and half more of Clipp'd Money, and give good Money for it, -which will make this Propoſal good, of repairing the lols by chree Mi'li- 
ons of Clipp'd Money.

VIII. When three Millions of Clipp'd Money is melted down, it will much leſſen the Quantity, and is hoped will take it all away ; but if 
- more remains, this Propoſal may be enlarged to take off the Remainder without any further charge for twenty Years. 


1X. 1nat a 1n0rt Day be prenxc ww ſubid paſſing Clipp'd Money in;payment, and whoever does not bring his Clipp'd Money to be changed 

by the Day limited, ſhall loſe the benefit of having ir changed, and proſecuted as a Clipper if he or ſhe offers any in payment ; by which 

qmeans the Broad Money may venture ſafely abroad without fear of being Clipp'd, and-will be uſeful, which now is laid up and becomes uſeleſs, 
' both to the Owner and Nation. | | 


X. Butif all Clipp'd Money be call'd in, and nothing left to ſupply Trade, all Commerce muſt ceaſe till new Money can be Coin'd, therefore ir 
will be necelſary tha ſomething equivalent ro Money be ordered to ſupply the place thereof, which theſe Bills here propoſed will etteQtually do, 
if this Honourable Houſe ſhail th:nk fir by any Ac to make them paſs. | 


X!. It theſe Bills ſhall be thought too large, they may for the conveniency of payment be made into 10 and 5 /. Bills; and,#f found incon- 
4 venienr, when the War is ended, may be paid off by ſuch a Tax as the Parliament ſhall think fit, and then the Fund may ceaſe. 


XII. To prevent the Counterfeiring theſe Bills, and give all Perſons aſſurance of their being Authentick and True, ſuch Methods will further 
be —_ to this Honourable Houle, or any Committee they ſhall think fit to appoint, as will it's hoped Anſwer all Objetions in that partt- 
cular, 


Object. I. 1t may be objetted that this Bill ought not to be forced in payment. 


A»ſiv. Neither ought Clipp'd Money ; and altho by the Law no one is compel[Þd to take it, nevertheleſs Cuſtom and Neceſſity has made it currant 
Pay ment ; therefore of two Evils it is ſafeſt to chuſe the leaſt. Now it is evident, the Bills are the leaſt, becauſe they do leſſen every Year by 
Annual Payments, but the Clipp'd and Counterfeit Money daily encreaſes upon us, and has neither a preſent nor relative Yalue, which the Bills have, 
being ſecured upon a good Fund. 


Object. II. Great number of Blanks and Prizes are bought up, and made a Fund for the Million Bank, and not to be had, 


Anſw. The Blanks are not more worth than 6 /. 18 s. and the Prizes than ſeven Years purchaſe, and no doubt but profit will bring them 
out where-ever they are; for by this Propoſal there will be near 3o per Cent. advantage, beſides the benefit of getting clear of the Clipp'd 
Money. 


Object. II. Some Perſons have Tickets, but have not Money to pay in upon them. 


Anſw. Thoſe that have not Money, may be ſupplied by others that have no Tickets ; ſo that they will be mutually Serviceable to each other 3 
and whoever has more Tickers than he ſhall make uſe of himſelf, making it publick he need not doubt a Chapman.
